ON RUNNING |" LOOKS as if we should learn something about the 
A ciTy. art of city management during the next couple of 
years. Chicago has performed the astounding feat of 
voting independently in a city election. She has elected a Mayor, it is 
true, whom report calls no paladin of virtue, but she has for once turned 
from the idol of Regularity; and that is the first and hardest step. 
Toledo and Detroit, too, have not only voted with considerable inde- 
pendence but they have done more—they have declared for the municipal 
ownership of public utilities. These things are significant; also en- 
couraging. Not that Carter Harrison will be the good angel of Chicago; 
nor that Socialism is a cure for all the ills a city is heir to. But they are 
straws that show the wind blowing in the way of municipal government 
for its own sake. These cities have learned, seemingly, that a city is a 
business enterprise in which evety voting resident, rich or poor, is a 
stockholder. When we all learn that and quit voting from prejudice or 
passion, it wont take long to find the comfortable balance between 
Socialism and Anarchy.

Here in New York we are not so far along as the Western cities. 
We are still joined to our idol of Regularity. Yet there is hope for our 


redemption. The legislative committee now at work here supplies fair 
evidence of this. Not because it shows any accession of civic rectitude, 
any sudden stand against official wrongdoing —don’t think we are 


verdant enough to believe that—but because of the cynical indifference 
with which the public views it. The people of New York have not 
learned all there is to know, but at least they hold no wild hopes about 
these investigating farces; and that is something. Truly, the salt of 
‘¢ Investigation” has lost its savor. No one doubts that Tammany is 
just as resolutely thievish to-day as it was in the pre-Lexow days. 
The story of its methods was interesting then; but who wants to 
toil through its ugly sordidness so soon again? And who among 
us believes that the investigation has any worthy purpose back of 
it? Who believes that it aims to better the city in any way? 
Who does not know that its sole purpose is to bother Tammany ? 
And who believes that those back of it would treat the city any 
better than Tammany does if they had the chance? If there is 
any one over the voting age in New York who does not now see 
these things clearly let him be warned to cross no pasture this 
Summer; for he would be unwittingly mangled by the gentle 
grazers there. 
«

The rottenness of Tammany was made perfectly plain to the 
stockholders of this great enterprise by the Lexow Committee. In 
a moment of shame, feeling vaguely that it reflected upon them, 
they put out Tammany. Their shame subsiding presently, they 
put Tammany in again, knowing that Tammany had not recanted 
or reformed. But we must not infer, therefore, that the voters of 
this city are mostly thieves, or tolerant of thievery as a mode of 
livelihood. They are no more than victims of the political priest- 
hood. They have been taught by both parties that they must 
vote the regular party ticket; and, beiieving that, they perceive 
a city electon to be nothing more than a choice of two evils. 
**Platt is just as bad as Croker,” says the voter with an air of 
supernatural shrewdness; and you could n’t shoot it through his thick 
skull with a Mauser rifle that he has any right to turn them both 
down; and to refuse to employ any but honest and competent servants 
to do the city’s work. He does n’t dream he could get such if he made 
honesty and competence the test instead of barren ‘ regularity.”

He will go on thinking he can not think for himself until, some day, 
he will wake up to the truth that the voters of these Western cities seem 
to have divined: the truth that with his vote he determines the comfort, 
safety, prosperity and general well-being of himself and his family. There 
is scarcely a relation or circumstance of life that is not directly affected by 


it: the rent he pays for house, flat or room; the taxes he may pay; the 
cost and quality of his transportation; the purity of the foodstuffs he buys; 
the schooling his children get; the treatment he receives in the courts; his 
immunity from fires and burglars; the price of gas; the liberty to carry 
on his legitimate business. In short, it may be said that to a very great 
degree the pleasure he gets out of life is determined largely by the 
machinery which that vote of his helps to put in motion. When he has 
learned this, and one other thing, — which is very important, and which, 
alas! he will be even slower to learn, — namely: that he must not have 
foolish laws, laws that a majority of the people do not want and will not 
have enforced, his life will be vastly pleasanter and easier. It will be a 
time of ‘*law and order;” but he will have fewer laws and more order.

Meantime he should remember that he is getting just as good a 
government as he has learned to want. He alone is responsibie, not 
Tammany.
